Says DILYS POWELL 


In the South Coast town where I was brought up it was a family beano for us 


to go to the cinema, 


Onty on special occasions, only for some special film would the 


expedition be planned: to sce the new Charlie Chaplin, perhaps—or the new “Last. 
Days of Pompeil’; for in the teens and twenties of the century the cinema was 
already intimate with the ancient world, and as a household we spoke respectfully 


of Bulwer Lytton. 


There were no Odeons where we lived. 


Off we trooped, my father, my 


mother, and the four younger members of the family, to some small, hot, elongated 
cinema cafled, probably, the Electric Theatre. 


There, with the senso of a 
great festival, we experienced 
the extremes of comedy and 
tragedy. Hanold Lioyd reduced 
us to u laughter almost painful; 
we gasped for breath os if wo 
had been punched in the solar 
Plexus. 


The serlous drama, cn the 
other band, embarrassed us o 
little, and after “Way Down 
Eust" my brother, who was of 
an age for personal experiment, 
remariced ironically that It was 
aon object-lesson for men. Once, 
misicd by on advertisement, we 
went to see a film called “He 
Who Geta Slapped"; but it was 
not the riot we had been led to 
expect, and my father, I recall, 
thoughts» very poorly of 
Andrvlev's work. 


BIG BUSINESS 


The film has grown out of its 
age of pnevincialism and family 
fun, Even at that time, I sup- 
pose, it was already big business: 
Amertean big business. Looking 
back, one can see the offspring 
of the marriage between science 
and the fairground moving 
steadily, decade after decade, 
Into the warld tn which enter- 
talnment turns from o job into 
an Industry omd money ts calied 
Qnance. And cme can see the 
cinema odecoming a national 
problem, 


It was during the second half 
of the twenties that defensive 
political action was first taken.
